Miss 
Tibbetts relied heavily upon 
Church records for her presenta- 
tion. and the impression created 
was one of perserverance and 
struggle to establish religion on a 
firm focting in Bethel. There were 
as she noted problems with minis- 
fers such ag Rev. Danlel Gould, 
for example, with finances and 
tle wayward.

Two hundred years ago, Thom- 
ay Jefferson wrote: “I view great 
cities as pestilential to the morals, 
the health, and the liberties of 
man,” Few of today would argue 
with Jefferson's assertion. In re- 
cent years, we have seen our cities 
once the center of political pow- 
er In this country sink deeper and

PESTICIDE CITED AS 
HUMAN HEALTH HAZARD 


by John A, 8, MeGlennon, Re- 
gional Administrator, U. S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency has issued a “notice of 
an a miepee be eee 
£ pesticide products containing 
chlordane and heptachlor, The ac- 
tion authorized by. the Federal In- 
Secticlde, Fungicide and Rodenti- 
cide Act (FIFRA), was taken to 
protect public health, These chem- 
icals hayé been fotind to pose an 
imminent cancer hazard, 
Chlordane and heptachlor are 
_ comonly used for home, lawn and 
garden pest control. The uses that 
have been exempted from the sus- 


pension order are termite con- 


trol by ground insertion and the 
dipping of roofs and tops of non- 
food plants, Use of both these 
chemicals had already been pro- 
hibited or seyerely restricted by 
-gtate Jaws in all six New England 
states. : : 

In November of last year, EPA 
issued a “notice of intent. to can- 
cel" the registration of these 
chemicals, At that time, the Ag- 
@ney cited data concerning the 
persistence of these chemicals in 
human tissues, including. stillborn 
infant tissues and human milk, E 
PA also cited studies showing 
that chlordane and heptachlor 
caused cancer in. test animals, Un- 
der procedures prescribed by FIF 
RA, Velsicol Chemfical Corporation 
of Chicago, IH, the sole U, 5S. 
manufacturer, representing itself 
and numerous formulators, who 
formulate, package, and sell the 
chemicals under various brand 
names, requested public hearings 
to contest the cancellation notice, 

As part of the recent suspension 
action, EPA Administrator Rus- 
sell EB. Train noted that during 
the 18 months required to com- 
plete the cancellation hearings 
more than 38 million pounds of 
heptachlor and chlordane are 
likely to be released into the en- 
vironment. In view of the potential 
hazard of such a release, and of 
new evidence which confirms and 
helghteng the human cancer haz- 
ard posed by these chemicals, the

music, It was a real pleasure then 
to have a chance to hear his-al- 
ternately sentimental and ironic 
Serenata-Invano splendidly ‘pér- 
formed. by woodwinds, horn,;gind 
strings, “The playing of Daniel 
Carroll, horn, and Steven’ Barta, 
clarinet, was particularly notewor- 
thy, as was that of bassoonist 
Homer Pense, who had, up to- 
this point in the series, been 
known to us only as stage-man- 
ager and furniture-mover. 
“The last piece before intermis- 
sion was the evening’s most unus- 
ual work: Variations for Four 
Drums and Viola by the contem- 
porary American Michael Col- 
grass, The composer has pitted 
the mellow voice of the viola ag- 
ainst the percussive sounds of four 
small tuneable drums (rotatons) 
which rather resemble science- 
fiction of African tom-toms, For 
this listener the work seemed re- 
petitious and overlong, but the spi- 
rited performance by Anne Sokol 
Berne, violist, and her husband 
Paul, percussionist, drew the most 
sustained. applause of the evening, 


After intermission came Tele- 
mann's D Major Quartet for vio- 
lin, cello, flute and harpsichord. 
Cast in the form of the baroque 
suite, the six alternately gay and 
introspective moyements were 
charmingly played. 


For many, the musical highpoint 
came at the end of the evening 
when, in recognition of the 100 
anniversary of his birth, the 
Chamber Players presented Mau- 
rice Rayel's Introduction and Al- 
legro for Harp, Flute, Clarinet and 
String Quartet.
